Path. Is Carpeted in Flowers. | 

The skies were hidden by clouds of gray, 
but not a drop of rain fell. The path of flag- 
ging leading to the iron-gated vault was 
buried beneath a covering of blooms. This 
carpet of flowers came as an offering from 
the school children of Nashyille,.Tenn. But 
the men of the war days of forty years ago, 
with whom the martyred President had 
marched in his youth, passedup this road be- 
fore the funeral car approached. « They 
caught up the flowers as they passed, pressing 
them to their lips. Just ahead of the hearse 
marchéd the handful of survivors of the late 
President’s own regiment. They, too, gath- 
ered up the blooms as they limped by. - 


Blooms Taken as Mementos, 


So it happened that when the men of the 


army and of the navy carried the black casket 
within the shadow of the vault the flower 
carpet had disappeared, its blooms, how- 
ever, to be guarded for years as mementos 
of this day of sorrow. 

Just without the entrance to this mauso- 
leum stood the new President of the United 
States. The coffin, rested on supports only 
a hand’s reach from him. Then the members 
of. the Cabinet férmed an open line with 
him, and members of the. family—all save 
the lone woman who was in the home under 
the close watch of Dr. Rixey—gathered near. 

“Earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to 
dust,” came the benediction from the lips of 
the venerable Bishop Joyce.

City Crowded with Strangers. 

‘The streets of the little. City. of. Canton 
this morning were filled with waving plumes, 

prancing horses, and densely packed bodies 
of moving men assembling here for the pro- 
cession which was fo escort the remains of 
the late President from-the church to the 
cemetery. All night long civic, military, 
fraternal, social, and commercial organiza- 
tions from the four quarters ot the compass 
had been pouring in, and into. the seething 
mass of humanity already here the early 
morning trains Geposited other thousands. 
So fast the trains arrived, following’ on each 
other’s heels, that there appeared to be one 
continuous string of cars unloading their 
human freight through the station Into the 
congested streets beyond. Thirty special 
trains, in addition to the regular trains, had 
errived before noon. 
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literally packed the streets from side to side: 
The greatest crush was at East Tuscarawas 
street, the principal thoroughfare, and North 
Market street, on which the McKinley cot- 
tage and the Harter residence, at which Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was stopping, are located. 
The awe-stricken crowds upon their ar- 
rival all moved as.if by a common impulse 
toward the old familiar McKinley cottage, 
wheére the’ remains were lying. 
. Military guards.stationed at_the four cor- 
ners of the lawn paced their beats, but there 
was no other sign of life about the house of 
death. The window shades were down. A 
long border of black, Which had been, put in 
place after the body was removed to the 
house last night, fringed the roof of the porch 
from which President McKinley had spoken 
to delegations from every State in the union, 
and where he had met and talked with all the 
chieftains of his party. At. thé side of the 
door was a heavy bow of crépe, relieved by 
a bunch of fresh white bride roses. ' 


Turn from House of Sorrow. 


Sorrowfully the throngs turned away, the 
people to take up their positions at the 
church, the representatives to seek their 
places in the imposing procession which was 
to follow the ‘remains to'the cemetery. 

The two sections of the train bearing the 
members of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives and other government officials 
from Washington arrived during the morn- 
ing. 


Guard the Cottage. 

As the time approached for bearing the 
body of the dead President, from the Mc- 
Kinley home to the church, the little cot- 
tage on North Market street was the cen- 
ter of a vast concourse. Regiment after 
regiment of soldiers, acting as guards, were 
in triple lines from curbs back to the lawns. 
The, walks had been cleared, and the multi- 
tude took refuge on the great sweep of lawns, 
where it formed a solid mass of human- 
ity. surging forward to the lines of soldiers, 
In front of the McKinley cottage were drawn 
up the two rigid files of body-bearers—eight 
sailors of the navy and eight soldiers of the 
army, awaiting the. order within _and 
take up the casket. 

It Was noon when the final ceremony was 
begun, althangh since daybreak the streets 
had echoed the tramp of and 
the hurrying of messengers. 


Long Lines of Militiamen. 


‘From the flower-studded yard of the Mc- 
Kinley cottage down the streets to the 
Methodist Church, seven blocks away, solid 
lines of militiamen were drawn. Behind 
these slight walis of ries men and women 
thronged the streets trom curb to building 
wall. Terraced lawns were cla by the 
throng; windows, yerandas, every of 


But over all was 
the silence of death. 

; Beyond the McKinley home to the resi- 
dence of Mrs, George D. Harter, two blocks 
away, this line extended. It was from here 
that President Roosevelt departed for the 
home of the dead. 


Army and ‘Navy Chiefs Arrive. , 

The coming of the casket-bearers heralded 
the approch of members of the funeral party. 
General Miles headed the officers of the 
army; Rear Admiral Farquhar, representing 
Admiral Dewey, led the men of the navy. 
The gold braid which flecked the dress uni- 
forms contrasted strongly with the drapings 
of ‘black everywhere. Members of ‘the 
Cabinet assembled, only Secretary of State 
Hay was absent. Then the honorary pall- 
bearers arrived in a body. They were fol- 
lowed by President Milburn of the Pan- 
American exposition, at whose home in Buf- 
falo the assassin's bullet had brought death 
to the late President. Mayor Diehl of that 
city and John Scatcherd of the exposition 
commission were with him. 

Justice McKenna of the Supreme Court 
led the members of the Senate and the large 
delegation from the Lower House.

Troopers. Precede President. 

Just at 1 o’clock the black chargers of the 
Cleveland troop swept down the street, their 
riders four abreast, in their brilliant Huzzar 
uniform, with flags bound in crépe, and 
every saber hilt bearing its fluttering em- 
blem of mourning. , Thelr command was the 
signal for the approach of President Roose- 
velt and the members of the Cabinet.

Lieutenant General Miles, 
in the full uniform of his high rank, with 
sword at side and band of grépe about his 
arm, Btood alongside the members of the 
Cabinet, and with him were Major General

The result of the 
guiopsy showed how completely the distin- 
guished surgeons in attendance had been de~- 
geived as to the real nature of the injury;

Cause of Sudden Change. ! 
' Of the exact causes leading fo the change 
which resulted in death, we shall know more 
‘when the full report of the autopsy is pub- 
lished. This will be after cultures have been 
made and a histological examination has been 
completed. When this full scientific report 
is officially given out it will be time to dis- 
cuss the cause which led to the necrotic con- 
dition found at the autopsy, but not before. 
Until then at least there should be no criti- 
cism of the management of the case, and full 
credence should be given to the official bulle- 
tins signed by the attending surgeons, and 
to these only. The absence from Buffalo of 
the nearest relatives of President McKinley

Word was sent to the Central Station and 
several policemen were soon on the scéne. 
Their appearance had a quieting effect on 
the crowd and no further violence was of- 
fered Chicknias. 

“TI intended to close my store at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon,” said Chicknias afterward. 
“I had a large amount of fruit on hand 
that was in danger of spotling, and felt I 
had just as much right to sell it in the 
morning as other fruit dealers are doing. 
There seems to be a good deal of feeling 
about it, though, so I have concluded to 
close my store.”’

With the arrival of the police Russer’s men 
retired, and Captain Streeter, under orders 
of Sergeant Finn, moved up Superior street. 
A detail of police was left at the place. 

Streeter later appeared at the East Chi- 
cago Avenue Police tion and said he had 
been informed by some person in the City 
Law department that he could move his 
house to the district and put itup. He was 


}unable to give the name of the person ir 
question. Before leaving the station Streeter 


said to Captain Revere, ** There'll be trouble 
in the district tomorrow,”’ 

The Streeter residence and courthouse, 
which is a composite building, is construct- 
ed in sections in such a way that it might 
be easily set up. The building, it is said, 
was to have been erected on the property 
claimed by the N. K. Fairbank company on 
the north side of Superior streeéet. The place 
is near where Streeter’s tent has stood 
for some time. 

At the police station Streeter secured per- 
mission to allow his vans to stay where they’ 
were, near the district, until morning. Six 
policemen were detailed to watch the vehi- 
cles, however. 

At 10 p. m. Streeter again appeared at the 
district. 

“It’s bedtime,” he said to the policemen,

INSTRUCTION IN GOVERNMENT. 
_ A. brief but interesting report has lately 
been issued by a committee of the National 
Municipal league on the extent to which in- 
.struetion in municipal government is given 


The committee, which was appointed at 


September, obtained information on the sub- 
ject from 222 such institutions, of which 
forty-two, or 19 per cent, reported “ distinct 
undetgraduate courses more or less extended 
in municipal government.” In many other 
eases, too, such instruction is given inci-| 
dentally in courses under other names. The 
percentage of institutions affording such in- 
struction was naturally highest in the middle 
and lowest in the Southern States. | 

The first American college or university 
lectureship on municipal government ap- 
pears to have been established seven years 
ago, etd the great variety in the titles of the 
departments under which this subject is now 
treated is evidence of its.novelty in educa-. 
tional. curricula. The of its recogni- 
tion today in American iristitutions of higher 
education bespeaks a hopeful responsive- 
ness on their part to current thought and 
practical exigencies. = 

Of course the best instruction on this su 
ject is afforded in thé schools of France and 
Germany, in which countries it gives con- 
apicuous account of itself in local adminis- 
tration.. In the English-speaking world the 
‘London School of Eeonomics, established 
half a dozen years ago and now affiliated 
with the London University, holds the pri- 
macy for a broad treatment of municipal life, 
and especially for courses intended to pre 
pare persons for the specific duties of muni-. 
cipal administration.
